Experienced Crulser Describes Split 
Lake Conditions 

Interesting observations with regard 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay Re- 
gion (the southern part of the old 
district of Keewatin) are found in the 
1911 report of the Director of Forest- 
ry, published as part of the Annual 
Report of the Department of the In- 
terior for 1911. 


Mr. J. T. G. Whyte, an exper- 
fenced timber cruiser and fire ranger 
(who has since been drowned while 
in discharge of his duty) reports on 
the conditions of the forest around 
Split Lake on ar area of about 2400 
square miles, This whole territory 
was criginally covered with forest. 
The tslan¢: in Split Lake still bear 
Spruce, Tamarack and Jack Pine, 
large enough for railway ties, poles 
and lur-ber. 

All the rest of the country has been 
burned over at least once within the 
past forty or fifty years, and the tim- 


ber which dates from the last fire, | 


ravely exceeds three or four inches 
in diameter. The shores of Split 
Lake have been burned over, on an 
uverage once every season. For- 
tunately in this district the soil is 


| usually dep, and can always support 


another crop of trees. The presence 
of merchantablo forests in protected 
situations proves that the young for- 
est now started will become sufficient- 
ly valuable to support sawmill and 
pulp Industrie and supply a large 
population, if it can be protected from 
fire. Very little of the land trav- 
ersed by Mr. Whyte is suitable for 
agriculture

Threshing With Oxen 


The methods and implements of ag- 
riculture in Cyprus are still somewhat 
primitive, and the light wooden 
plough, drawn by oxen, merely turns 
up the soll a few inches. Stéam 
ploughs, self-binders, etc., are un- 
known here but every effort is being 
made by the Agricultural Department | 
to induce the peasantry to adopt more | 
scientific methods and modern imple: | 
ments. | 

Ploughing commences in January, | 
after the winter rains, and about! 
March or April the field is cross 
ploughed. Sowing begins, as a rule, 
after the autumn rains, and the har- 
vest takes place at the end of May, | 
June, July, and August. The *grain | 
is threshed out {n a peculfar manner. 
It {s placed on the threshing floor, 
and threshed out by means of a yoke 
of oxen, attached to a board studded | 
with filnts, on which sits the driver) 
and the combined weight of the driver | 
and the roughness of the flints breaks | 
the grain. The straw, which {fs 
much broken in this process, is mixed 
with chaff, and used as fodder.

President Taft Practically Promised to have the Canal 
Ready by Next Year, but Unless Congress Takes 


Action at Once, There 


_will be Further Delay 


Washington. Unless Cong*ass 
takes action to provide for the oper- 
ation of the Panama Canal at the 
present session, President Taft and 
Secretary of Wa. Stimson belleve that 
it will be practically impossible for 
the army of engineers tO keep their 
promise and open the big ditch to 
ships of the. world next year. 

Acco-ding to the information 
brought to the White House the pros- 
pect of action by Congress on canal 
legislation at this session is growing 
remote, 

Mr. Stimsor was understood to be- 
lleve that there is little contention 
ovor the proposed administration and 
Operation of the canal, but the ques- 
tion of tolls and railroad-owned steam- 
ships have stirred up controversy in 
both houses, and today neither the 
President nor his secretary of war 
were hopeful of settling it. 

The Panama Bill was put aside 
wgrin in,the Senate after Senator 
Bvandege, who {ts guiding it, stated 
that th. adjournment probably would 
be hastened if it were considered in 
the Senate. while the Post Office Bill 
was in conference, but the only ray 
of comfort that filtered through the 
White House was the news that Re- 
.esentative Adainson of Georgia, 
chairman of tho House Committee on 
Inter-State Commerce, was consider- 
!ng the introduction of a journal re- 
solution providing for the machinery 


of administratidn and operation of the 
canal, 

Mr. Adamson was understood to be 
ready to bring in such a question 
whenever it becomes apparent that 
there {s no chance of a compromise 
and the two houses become dead- 
locked cver the other question. 

. Mr. Taf. was much concerned over 
the prospect of a delay in the open- 
ing of the canal. 

When he broke ground at San Fran- 
cisco last October for the Panama 
Pacific Exposition he practically 
promisod the people of the slope coun- 
ty-to have the canal ready next year, 
spcke of the Oregon as the ship that 
should first cleave its water, and 
made it clear that he would like to 
oe on her bridge when the trip began.

Helvetia is Total Loss—Empress of 
Britain Will Miss Four Trips 

Montreal.—An approximate 
mate of the loss to the C.P.R. and 
the British and Chillan Steamship 
Company as a revult of the collision 
or the Empress of Britain and the 
steamer Helvetia in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence Saturday afternoon, by 
which the Helvetia was sunk and the 
bows of the Empress were badly bat- 
tered, {s given as nearly three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars by local 
steamship authorities. The total 
loss {s as follows— 

Approximate value of the Helvetia 
$250,000; approximate value of the 
70,000 tons of steam coal at $4 a ton 
$28,000; approxiinate cost of repairs 
to Empress of Britain $100,000. Ap- 
proximate loss of receipts to C.P.R. 
on account of perhaps four trips be- 
ing cancelled, each trip it is estimat 
ed would net $75,000; gross $300,000; 
Loss to British and Chilean Steam- 
ship Co., $250,000; loss to Dominion 
Coal Company $28,000; loss to C.P.R. 
$400,000; total $678,000. Though 
thc company have no agents here it 
is presumed by steamship men that 
the Helvetia was fully insured as was 
her cargo

{of him. The poor demoimmac seems 
to long for deliverance, for he ran 
to Jesus, as if he knew that He could
